IRELAND’S CAUSE. 


Ihe 
Irish Parliamentary Delegates 
Desert Farneü. 


GLADSTONE’*» COURSE DEFENDED. 


The M anifesto Issued by the Irish 
Leader Severely Criti­ 
cised. 


[*?ZCIAL DiarATCEKS TO THE KKOOEP-UJriOlt. ¡ 


C hic a g o, November 30th.—The views of 
the Irish envoys now in America, except­ 
ing Timothy Harrington, were cabled to 
Justin McCarthy, Vice-Chairman cf the 
Irish Parliamentary party, to night. 
The delegates say, in part: “Oar sense of 
the matchless genius of Mr. Parnell as 
ieader, of the imperishp’ ' * "ervices he has 
rendered the Irish cause, v. he courage, in­ 
tegrity and splendid success with which he 
has led our people for ten years, and the 
personal respect and aflection which for 
years bound us to him, have made us sus­ 
pend to the last possible moment c r judg­ 
ment against his farther leadership. The 
obligation to express that judgment is to 
ail of us the most painful duty of our lives. 
“No earthly consideration could move us 
to our determination except the solemn 
conviction that we are driven to choose be­ 
tween Parnell and the destruction of our 
country's cause. The manifesto which 
Parnell has just issued cuts us oil from the 
last hope to which we clung. 
"Anxious to avoid words that might em­ 
bitter this controversy, we shall not dwell 
upon the cruel injustice with which he 
treats the members of the party that has 
followed him with loyalty and allection 
such as no leader ever experienced before. 
His recollection of their fealty to him in 
the hour of trial might well have saved 
them from the imputaiion that any section 
of them could have allowed their integrity 
to be sapped by Liberal wire-pullers. 
“The method in which, ignoring the 
origin of the present calamitous situation, 
Mr. Parnell endeavored to fasten the re­ 
sponsibility for it upon Gladstone aud 
Morlev compels us to disassociate our­ 
selves in the strongest manner from the 
imputation which we believe reckless and 
unjust. 
"We view with abhorrence the attacks 
made on Parnell by public and private ene­ 
mies, under co* er of his present difficul­ 
ties. To attacks of this kind, addressed to 
a man of proud and strong spirit, we may 
attribnte many of the terrible dangers with 
which Ireland is now threatened, and we 
fear they may do further mischief by di­ 
verting the minds of many of the people 
from grave national to purely personal is­ 
sues.“In the national resentment of the un­ 
generous attack on the great leader in his 
hour of stress and disaster, but while mak­ 
ing every possible allowance for Parnell’s 
feelings, we consider it unjust to the Eng­ 
lish people and lamentable from a point of 
view of international good feeling to de­ 
scribe as English wolves those who have 
not been able to bring themselves to the 
same view to which gratitude aud necessity 
for union impelled Parnell’s colleagues anil 
countrymen. 
“The plea of Parnell that Gladstone's let­ 
ter involves a claim to dictate to 
the Irish party and thereby strike at the 
independence of that party as a strictly 
Irish national body, is one calculated to 
inspire every Irish Nationalist with alarm, 
if that plea were not an obvious fallacy. 
Whatever differences of opinion may exist 
as to the haste with which Gladstone’s let­ 
ter was made public, it was obviously not 
his hostility to home rule, bnt his earnest 
desire to save it from disaster that prompted 
him to write his letter. We depiore that 
the difficulties of Gladstone's position were 
not fraDkly recognized bv Parnell and that, 
on the contrary, frieudly private commu­ 
nications, obviously ma le with a view of 
smoothing the pa. -ace of the home rule 
bill, have been iua.lt the basis of insinua­ 
tions of treachery t>. tLe Irish cause. 
“By his conviction, a,*ain and again ex­ 
pressed, that home ru.e, to be effective, 
must be such a measure as will satisfy the 
Irish people, Gladstone is bound to a full

and ample measure of self-government to 
Ireland. To offer any other scheme would 
be not only an act of incredible baseness, 
but of incredible folly, and we emphat­ 
ically separate ourselves from anv such 
charge against Gladstone.” 
Referring to Morley’s suggestion that 
some of the Irish party should co operate 
in carrying out the Irish programme on 
liberal lints, the manifesto says that no­ 
body who knows Morley’s character will 
doubt tbat the suggestion was made in the 
honest belief that tbe Liberal Ministry 
would be helped in the difficult work of 
carrying thrcugh the details of the Irish 
home rule bill by the co-operation of his 
Irish colleagues, and it was not an insid­ 
ious attempt on the integrity and inde­ 
pendence of the Irish party. 
It continues: “We have now to confront 
the statement that Parnells leadership 
opens an impassable gulf between the 
representatives ot Ireland and the Liberal 
party, who have faithfully observed their 
side of the agreement, and’ the situation is 
aggravated by the deplorable expressions 
of ill-will toward the British people, who 
have, again and again, within the past five 
years, manifested their determination to do 
justice to Ireland, and have, bv their votes, 
paralyzed the arm of coercion. In delib­ 
erately bringing things to this position, 
Parnell has entered upon a rash and fatal 
path, upon which every consideration of 
Ireland’s safety, as well as personal honor, 
forbid us absolutely to follow him. 
“What Mr. Parnell asks us to do, stripped 
of all side issues, is to sacrifice all hopes of 
an early settlement of the Irish struggle to 
his resolve to maintain his persona! posi­ 
tion. We are driven to choose between 
our leader and cur cause. In that said 
choice we cannot hesitate. We are con­ 
vinced that a calm, but resolute course of 
action of our party in this cruel emergency, 
will redound to the advantage of the cause 
by furnishing conclusive testimony of the 
capacity of our party and pcople'for self­ 
government. We cannot relinquish the 
nope that in the face of such decisive ac­ 
tion by representatives of the Irish people, 
Parnell’s sense of patriotism will withhold 
him from plunging Ireland into these hor­ 
rors of dissension which have so often 
robbed her of liberty at the moment it was 
within her grasp, and save him from undo­ 
ing in one passionate hour the results of 
all his incomparable services to his coun­ 
try.”To-night, while O’Brien, Gill and O’Con­ 
nor were drawing up the document sever­ 
ing their connection with Parnell on the 
lines agreed upon wiih their colleagues in 
the af.ernoon, the other delegates, Dillon, 
Sullivan and Harrington, were dining iu 
another part of the city in company with 
Mrs. Parnell, the aged mother of the man 
five of them had decided must retire. So 
far as can be learned, the knowledge of 
what had been done was kept from the old 
lady, and to those who knew what was go­ 
ing on down town the scene must bave 
seemed strangely unreal. 
The delegates who signed the manifesto 
were deeply agitated this evening, but felt 
that they had taken the only proper course. 
It was announced late to-night that Har­ 
rington, who did not sign the manifesto, 
will separate from his comrades and re­ 
turn to Ireland. In an interview, Har­ 
rington said the leadership of Parnell was 
absolutely necessary to success. He de­ 
sires the unity and independenpe of the 
Irish party, and deems Parnell’s leadership 
necessary for this. 
LETTER FROM MORLEY. 
L ondon, November 30th.— Morley has 
written to the press in reply to Parnell’s 
action with reference to the land bill. Both 
Gladstone and himself completely recog­ 
nized that their relations with the Irish 
party were those of an independent alliance 
and not a fusion. 
“Parnell,” he says, “imputed to me a 
remarkable proposal with llie object of ab­ 
sorbing the Irisb party into English poli­ 
tics by means of office. I made no pro­ 
posal. It was natural that in a free confi­ 
dential discussion of the pos-ible future I 
should wish to make sure, for Gladstone’s 
information, that Parnell still held to his 
self-denying declaration of 1SS0. His an­ 
swer was what I fully anticipated.” 
Morley jsays that Parnell’s account of 
what passed on the same occasion on the 
subject of evicted tenants is incorrect. 
Though he (Morley) foresaw difficulty in 
the way of legislation, he never said that 
he or any of his colleagues had formed any 
conclusions against the legislation. He 
did say that whether by direct or indirect 
action the evicted tenants ought not to be 
allowed to suffer. He never liintcl tbat it 
would be impossible for an Irish Parlia­ 
ment to do anything in the matter. 
Iu conclusion, he says that on November 
10th he was under the most distinct im­ 
pression that Parnell did not object to the 
suggestions thrown out at Hawarden a year 
ago, as subjects for provisional examina­ 
tion, if those suggestions were likely to 
make the scheme generally acceptable to 
Great Britain. 
THE BISHOPS W ILL NOT SCPrORT H IM . 
D u b l in , November 30th.— Archbishop 
Walsb, in an interview to-day, said his re­ 
cent utterances were guarded, because Par­ 
nell bad not then spoken. Now, he says, 
unless Parnell clears himself of the charge 
of adultery, the party taking him as their 
leader will not find the support, co-opera­ 
tion or confidence of tbe Irish Bishops. 
Parnell's breach of Gladstone's confidence, 
tne Archbishop considered blamable. 
PARNELL AT BRIGHTON. 
L on do n, November 30th.—Mrs. O’Shea 
is at Brighton with her four daughters, and 
Parnell was with her during tbe Parlia­ 
mentary recess. He returned to Brighton 
after the trial of the divorce case. 
WILL HE RETIRE .’ 
L on do n, November 30th.— Parnell and 
such of his parly as support him had n con­ 
ference to-night. It is understood tbat 
Condon, Roche, Detsy and Lane urged 
Parnell to retire. Parnell, however, ex­ 
pressed a determination to fight to the last. 
If Parnell’s supporters adopt obstinate tac­ 
tics at the meeting to-morrow, the anti- 
rarnellites will leave tbe meeting in a body 
and vote for his retirement elsewhere. 
A report is current tbat unless Gladstone 
withdraws his denials in his letters, Parnell 
will produce proofs, hitherto withheld, of 
the accuracy of his statements. ' 
Dr. Parker, in his sermon to-day, said 
that Parnell’s manifesto showed that the 
writer must be mad. 
Michael Davitt, in an interview regard­ 
ing the declaration of the Irish delegates in 
America, said to-night that it rendered 
Parnell’s continuance in the leadership an 
impossibility. Its weight with the Irish 
people will be immense. The par;y has 
come through the otdeal with the greatest 
honor, and he believed it will remain 
united and independent. He believes that 
to morrow's decision will be practically 
unanimous. A few may join Parnell’s 
treason. If Parnell remains in Parlia­ 
ment. and is hostile to the Irish party, he 
will be an intolerable menace to their 
efficiency and unity. Ireland to a man 
would repudiate him, and Cork will do its 
duty. Home rule must not be lurther en­ 
dangered by misplaced generosity toward 
him or these who may uphold his effort to 
smash the party. Though he has lost 
Ireland’s confidence, he still retains their 
gratitude. But if he makes a further at­ 
tempt to disturb the party, he wiil be 
crushed. 
There is a rumor tbat Parnell has offered 
to retire voluntarily if Gladstone will sign 
a paper pledging himself to include in the 
next home rule bill certain points specified 
by Parnell. 
PARNELL DID NOT MATERALIZE 
Cork, November 30th.—Parnell was ex­ 
pected to arrive here this morning, anda 
large crowd gathered at the statioD. The 
Mayor and a committee of the Nationalist 
League were in waiting to present him 
with an address of welcome and confidence, 
c:;d thousands of persons, accompanied by 
bauds of music, were in line. He did not 
come, and after giving three hearty cheers 
for Parnell, the crowd dispersed. 
Archbishop Croke, in a telegram to Mc­ 
Carthy. says: “All are sorry for Parnell, 
but still, in God’s name, let him retire 
quietly and with good grace from the lead­ 
ership. If he does, the party will remain 
united in honor of the alliance with Glad- 
stonians and home rule. We are certain 
that if he does not, the alliance will be 
dissolved, home rule will be indefinitely 
postponed, coercion perpetuated, evicted 
tenants hopelessly crashed, and public con­ 
fidence outraged.” 
The Daily Telegraph says that Parnell 
has sent an ultimatum to Gladstone with a 
threat that unless he received in twenty- 
fonr hours a reply favorable to his inter­ 
ests he will reveal everything concerning 
the relations of the English Radical party 
and himself. Gladstone ignored it 
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OUR NETT NAVY. 
Lengthy R eport o r Secretary Tracy on 
the Subject. 
W a sh in g to n, November 30th.—In his 
annual report, which is of great lengih, 
Secretary of the Navy Tracy gives much 
interesting information about the new 
navy. 
Among the uncompleted craft, 
special mention is made of the armored 
cruise! New York, as a vessel in which 
has been attained an unusual combina­ 
tion-great offensive and defensive power, 
with extraordinary coal endurance and 
high speed. Her armament is unequalled 
by any shin ot the cruiser type in tbe 
world, and it gives her chances not to be 
despised, should she be driven to an en­ 
counter with a battle ship. 
Three battle ships are now building— 
one in San Francisco—which are declared 
to be vessels whose equal as fighting 
ships does not exist to-day. There are 
others of greater size, but none of greater 
power or efficiency. 
Much space is also devoted to the triple­ 
screw protected cruiser, which has form­ 
idable armament, enormous horse-power, 
faster than any ocean greyhound now in 
existence, and coal endurance which, with 
ordinary cruising time, gives her endur­ 
ance for 103 days, or a radius of action of 
25 520 knots. Six ships like her would 
exterminate the commerce of any country, 
under the present conditions of commerce 
protection. 
Regarding armor, the Bethlphem Iron 
Company is still disappointing the Depart­ 
ment iu getting its plant completed. The 
time now fixed for completion is July, 
1891—nearly two years after the contract 
time. 
Another contract has been made with 
Carnegie, binding the firm to begin the de­ 
livery of armor in June next, and deliver 
500 tons a month thereafter. If both firms 
come up to expectations, it will take two 
years, from July, 1891, to complete the 
armor for the ships now authorized. 
The report deals at length with the ex­ 
periments with compound nickel and steel 
plate. Before entering upon extensive 
purchases it was thought wise to make fur­ 
ther tests, and nickel amounting iu value 
to about $50,000 bas been purchased. No 
more will be procured until the completion 
of exhaustive experiments demonstrate the 
success of tbe plate beyond doubt. 
In discussing ordnance matters the Sec­ 
retary particularly calls attention to the 
reduction in cost of making guns and car­ 
riages which the Washington Gun Factory 
has accomplished. To take a single in­ 
stance, the Government under the old con­ 
tract, paid $8 500 per gun for the manu­ 
facture of eight-inch rifles, aside from cost 
of forgirgs. The Washington Gun Factory 
in 1888 manufactured them for $5,163, and 
this year for $2.772. The armor piercing 
projectiles hitherto received from private 
firms of this country having proved unsat­ 
isfactory, a contract has been made for a 
quantity of foreign process to be manufact­ 
ured in this country. 
While the Department will still endeavor 
to bring about arrangements to secure satis­ 
factory American projectiles, the diversity 
of rapid firiD g guns has led the Depart­ 
ment to look with favor upon a plan to 
limit the smaller rapid-firiDg pieces to six- 
pcuud and one-pound caliber and abandon 
the three pounders and forty-seven and 
thirty-seven millimeters as soon as practi­ 
cable. 
Tbe Hotchkiss Company not having 
been able to yet produce satisfactorily 
Howell torpedoes, arrangements have been 
made with the Whitehead Compauv 
whereby an American company will 
shortly be enabled to supply the navy 
with a number of their torpedoes. When 
the Hotchkiss Company perfect theirs they 
will be given tests. 
Regarding the personal service, the Sec­ 
retary repeats the recommendations of 
Chief Engineer Melville and other heads of 
Bureaus for an increase in the number of 
officers and marines. 
Considerable space is given to naval 
militia, Ihe want of which is declared to be 
one of the ruost vital defects of our system. 
Reference is made to the active interest on 
the subject in some of the Eastern States 
and on tbe Pacific coast the past two years, 
and the Secretary saysthatall that is needed 
is such action on the pirt of Congress as 
will put the naval militia on the same foot­ 
ing as the land militia. I have every rea­ 
son to believe, with proper encouragement, 
the creation of naval militia will be 
assured. 
The general estimates for the support of 
the navy, including public works and tne 
marine corps, for the next fiscal year, show 
a total of $1,352,594 less than last year, and 
$156,000 less than the current year appro­ 
priation. The estimates for the increase to 
the navy are $1».271,000, agoinst $9,386,000 
for last year. The largest part of this in­ 
crease, however, is for payments on out­ 
standing contracts. 
The Secretary draws especial attention 
to the necessities of the most vulnerable 
points along our coasts for adequate pro­ 
tection from foreign fleets. No land force, 
however resolute or numerous, could be 
effective. Even when all tbe ships now 
authorized are completed we should not 
have a fighting chance, our line of de­ 
fense being so long, and its parts so di­ 
vided and remote. Nothing short of a 
force of battle ships numerous enough to 
be distributed in separate fields of attack, 
and able to concentrate on aDy threatened 
point within tbeir own field, will prove 
as a complete protection. 
The type of ship the Department sug­ 
gests for harbor defense purposes is an 
enlarged Puritan, of not more than four­ 
teen to sixteen feet draught, and with 
heavy armor and armament. These ships 
would be exclusively for ¡ocal purposes, 
and have stations from which they would 
never be absent. They would stay the 
entrance of the enemy nntil the battle 
ships could arrive. This type is less ex­ 
pensive than sea going ships, and answer 
as no other type can, the requirements of 
the American harbors. 
Furthermore, the movement toward the 
creation of a naval militia would receive 
additional BtreDgth and encouragement 
from the creation of this national force for 
local purposes. The harbor defense ship 
wonla be’ a rallying point, drill hall, and 
naval school for young meu who have 
shown an earnestness in the organization 
of naval militia. It should be their priv­ 
ilege to become the principal source of sup­ 
ply for the complement of both officers and 
men of their local ship, and the result 
would be tbe addition of au incalculable 
strength to the naval resources of the 
country. If such a plan were adopted it 
is reasonably believed that Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New Or­ 
leans, San Francisco, and cities on Puget 
Sound would become centers of naval 
strength, instead of being, as they are to­ 
day, conspicuous examples of maritime 
weakness and inviting attack.

LOSING AN ELEPHANT. 
the Missing 
A G reat Search to Recover 
M onster Em press. 
“You wouldn’t think that an elephant 
could get lost iu the United States, would 
you?” asked Agent McCadden of the Fore- 
paugh show, of a Philadelphia -Ycic.s re­ 
porter. 
“Well, one did go estray,” he continued, 
“and we had mighty hard work to find it. 
Adam Forepaugh had a habit of letting 
out his surplus animals to smaller shows, 
and when he died his executor had a 
queer lime tracing lip his. lüauts and mak­ 
ing good the delivery of the animals to 
the firm to which he sold the show. 
“After considerable trouble all the ani­ 
mals were accounted for bnt one trick ele­ 
phant named Empress, of which the ex­ 
ecutors could get no trace. I received a 
letter from them one day with a special 
commission to hunt tip the missing ani­ 
mal.“Empress was worth $2,000 at a low esti­ 
mate, and was really of ranch more value 
to a show which understood well how to 
exhibit her and make use of her tricks. 
After a careful search through the con­ 
tracts it was ascertained that Empress had 
been let to a small show which started on 
a western tour. W ith this dtie I traced 
the show through the West and back 
toward the East until it reached a spot in 
the wilds of West Virginia. 
“There it seemed suddenly to sink out 
of sight, and I was at a íoss to know 
whether the animals were roaming over 
the hills and morntains, mired in some of 
the swampy valleys or drowned in the 
Ohio river. 
“Investigation revealed, however, that 
the undulating country had been too much 
for the show. The horses had become ex­ 
hausted by climbing steep hills, fording 
streams and dragging heavy wagons over 
soft roads. The proprietor was unable to 
keep up with his advertised dates, and, his 
revenue being cut off’, the show busted. 
“Then it was found by inquiry in the 
sparse settlements that Empress had been 
driven to the Ohio fiver and shipped up 
stream to Pittsburg. The elephant con­ 
sumed about $10 worth of food daily, and 
she was rapidly making her temporary 
keeper poorer. But at Pittsburg he pulled 
together all his resources, and established 
a low-priced entertainment at East Lib­ 
erty, where the big beast was made to do 
good service. There she was recently 
found gaunt and lean. She will soon lie 
turned over to Mr. Forepaugh’s successors, 
who will see that her voracious appetite is 
apjieased.”

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LOCATING THE CITRUS FAIRS. 


It now appears that there was what 
amounts to a pledge, given last year, that 
the upper citrus fair for this season should 
be located at Marysville. 
That fact set­ 
tles the cuestión, in our opiniou, and the 
pledge should be kept. 
Moreover, it is 
now apparent that the only supposed con­ 
testant with our sister city is not, in fact, 
claim ing the fair, for San Francisco lias 
not, hy her Board of Supervisors, her 
Chamber of Commerce, Board of Trade, 
or through any other organization, made 
application, 
lndeed.it is learned that the 
only claim preferred has been that put 
forward by some of the press of that city 
and clearly now without warrant by her 
people. 
It must be conceded, therefore, that by 
her silence San Francisco has said that 
she does not want the citrus fair of this 
season. She lias not, indeed, given a single 
pledge, or offered any inducement what­ 
ever to have it located there, when it is 
well known that local aid is essential to a 
pronounced success of the fair, wherever it 
is located. 
On the other hand, the city of Marys­ 
ville has not only recalled to memory the 
pledge of 1S89, but she hxs asked that it 
be kept, and she has fortified her claim 
w ith a strong guarantee of local aid in 
money, in management, and in the indi­ 
vidual assistance of her people, who are 
skilled in the promotion of such affairs. 
The location of the fair at Marysville 
will have one good effect also that could 
not be gained at San Francisco—it will 
bring the visitors to the fair into the im­ 
mediate region where are lands admirably 
adapted to citrus culture, and moreover, 
it will have a -Irong tendency to encour­ 
age the people of all that broad region to 
more extensively and intelligently engage 
in citrus fruit growing for market. 
It is also promised by the citizens of 
Marysville that no stone will be left un­ 
turned to induce ? large attendance of vis­ 
itors from abroad, aud that every possible 
facility will be afforded for their speedy 
and economic transportation. 
It will be 
conceded, therefore, that Marysville is en­ 
titled to the fair; that she is really the 
only claimant for it, and that no guaran­ 
tees archiven by any other place insuring 
a successful exhibition. 
W e trust, there­ 
fore, that the exposition will be located at 
Marysville, and that neither San Fran­ 
cisco, Sacramento nor any other place will 
be otiered that which they do not come 
forward and ask for and back with pledges 
aud guarantees. 
We can have at Marysville the finest 
citrus fair ever held in the district. Sac­ 
ramento will render it all possible assist­ 
ance— indeed, she will do greatly more for 
the fair at Marysville than she would have 
done for it at S.m Francisco. 
There is a 
strong liond of sympathy between the two 
interior cities, and it will go a long way 
in the direction of making the citrus ex­ 
position at Marysville a great success. 


The State Board of Agriculture will to­ 
morrow award the location of the citrus fair 
for the south end of the State. 
The two 
contestants for the honor are Los Angeles 
and San Diego. 
The former ought to win 
for a score of reasons. 
In the first place, 
historically the Los Angeles section is 
more intim ately associated with the culture 
of citrus fruit than any other upon the 
continent. 
Throughout the entire United 
States that city, county and district are 
known for their relation to orange groves 
and citrus-culture generally. This iu itselt 
is a powerful reason; but another, incident 
to it, is the fact that the great drift of win­ 
ter and spring travel from abroad to Cali­ 
fornia is to and through Los Angeles. This 
insures a cosmopolitan attendance at that 
city during the fair season that no other 
place in the south can possibly secure. 
Los Angeles, in the third place, has 
transportation facilities not enjoyed by 
any other southern city. 
She is also re­ 
lated by easy transportation to the great 
citrus area, and is contiguous to the lands 
that can be most profitably used in citrus 
fruit cultivation. 
Los Angeles has a 
large and 
energetic 
population, 
that 
pledges itself to do all that can be reason­ 
ably asked of any community lor the pro­ 
motion of the fair. 
They will back it with 
money and individual effort not possible to 
San Diego. 
It wouid be neither discreet nor com­ 
mendable to locate the fair for the south 
upon the extrem e southern verge and 
practically away from the citrus lands and 
those already largely under cultivation to 
citrus fruits. 
Los Angeles, however, is 
the metropolis of the south ; she is by all 
routes nearest to the greater number of 
citrus growing sections ; she has the capi­ 
tal. energv, local incentive and experience 
essential to a successful fair. 
We trust, 
therefore, that for these and other reasons 
th at might be cited, equally as potential 
in promotion of the ends the Legislature 
had iu view when it provided for these 
fairs, Los .Angeles will secure the fair. 
It is no objection to her claim to say 
that she had the last fair; indeed, because 


it 
was 
placed 
there 
as 
the 
most desirable, central and 
altogether 
advantageous point, is the strongest of 
reasons why there should be no experi­ 
menting this year. The situation at the 
south is greatly different from that at the 
north. 
There citrus culture is a long- 
established fact and an im portant com­ 
mercial factor. 
At the north it is as yet 
in its infancy, and it is therefore wise to 
make the northern fair a movable bodv, 
in order to stimulate inquiry into this 
branch of industry and encourage invest­ 
ment in it. 
But Los Angeles stands upon a different 
footing. She has established herself as the 
metropolis of the south, upon the basis of 
semi-tropic production in her own and 
the region contiguous to her, and there is, 
therefore, every reason whv she should be 
the chief point for the exhibition of the 
results of citrus fruit-growing. 


HYPNOTIC 
IMPRESSION. 


!♦ is related that a hynotizer in San 
Francisco, who has been granted leave to 
experiment upon inmates of the House of 
Correction, is proving conclusively that 
the science may be used beneficially in 
treatm ent of diseased appetites. The hvp- 
notizer began with Frank Edwards, a con­ 
firmed opium fiend. 
Two weeks ago the 
patient was in such a condition that allow­ 
ances of opium had to be made to him 
daily—it seemed impossible for the man 
to exist without the drug. 
At that time 
the mesmerist began bis experiments. He 
hypnotized the man and impressed upon 
iiim dislike for the opium and non-desire 
for the effects of it. 
From that time 
Edwards has steadily improved. 
He has 
now no longing for opium, iudced he ab­ 
hors it; his appetite is recovering a health­ 
ful tone; he is losing the emaciated and 
ghastly appearance so characteristic of 
victims of the opium habit, and has so far 
recovered strength ami energy that the 
Superintendent has put him at work. 
The hypnotizer visits the man thrice a 
week and renews the impression, and with 
each visitation he finds the patient easier 
to manage 
The prisoner now sleeps well, 
where before he could obtain no sleep ex ­ 
cept by adm inistration of narcotics. 
His 
mental balancé is being restored and he 
declares that he feels that he will soon he 
able to command his appetite without the 
assistance of the hypnotic suggestion. 
In the face of this well certified ex­ 
ample it is useless to deny that hypnotism 
is a potential agency, and possibly a scien­ 
tific medium, for the relief of suffering 
hum anity. A few such proofs as the ease 
of Edwards constitutes, brings into grave 
question all the antagonistic theories put 
forth hr doubters and disbelievers. 
If the case of Edwards stood alone it 
would not, of course, be sufficient basis 
upon which to fotmd belief, but it happens 
that the Edwards case has bean duplicated 
over 
again. 
Confirmed 
drinker-, 
we 
are told by reliable authorities, have been 
made teetotalers through hypnotic impres­ 
sion. 
Score-of well authenticated cases of 
cure or alleviation of nervous disorders 
are recorded. 
Insomnia has been perma­ 
nently cured in many instances, and im­ 
pressions have been made by hypnotizers 
restraining spasmotic action of the muscles. 
In the face of such facts the part of wis­ 
dom is to study and investigate hypnotism, 
aud probe it for error or fi-r good, which­ 
ever may be developed. 


“ NOT AN AMBITIOUS DESTINY." 


It is a truth in national economics, 
given especial force at this time because 
uttered by a great apostle and high priest 
of protection, that “ it is not an ambitious 
destiny for so great a country as ours to 
manufacture only what we can consume, 
or produce only what we can eat.” 
That 
was one of the preludes with which Mr. 
Blaine urged, very recently, upon his 
fellow-countrymen the policy of recipro­ 
city. T hat is to say, as Mr. Mahan has 
put it iu the Atlantic Monthly, when the 
opportunities for gain abroad offer, “ the 
course of American enterprise will cleave 
a channel to reach them .” 
By and 
through a reciprocal commercial policy, 
however, we will not seek such gain at 
any sacrifice of home interest or industrial 
activity. 
"When we can secure an advan­ 
tageous market abroad in exchange for 
perm itting another country to deal in our 
home market in things we do not produce 
or handle to the best advantage, we estab­ 
lish a reciprocal relation that is protection 
in its liest form, because it conserves our 
export business. 


I n Tennessee in 1887 an election was had 
in which prohibition was the is^ue. Thou­ 
sands then voted for it who did so to mani­ 
fest their animosity to the saloon. 
The 
vote for it then was 117,504 and against it 
145,197. 
At the recent election in Novem­ 
ber the Prohibitionists put forward the 
strongest candidate they could possibly 
have selected. 
Yet the prohibition vote 
was only 10,760. 
The value of this show­ 
ing is the demonstration of the real politi­ 
cal strength of prohibition as compared to 
the sentimental manifestation. 


L et those who insist that Parnell’s 
moral delinquency cuts no figure in his 
political leadership, suppose for a moment 
that it was the case of Gladstone: that the 
charges made and proved against Parnell 
were established against Gladstone, would 
any have the hardihood to contend th at 
the fact would not break Gladstone in his 
leadership ? 


A r epo r t from New Orleans is that the 
lottery gamblers find their business so 
crippled by the new Federal postal statute 
that they seriously contemplate retiring 
from the business and closing up the lot­ 
tery. 
Really this is m aturity of the fruit 
of good legislation in advance of expecta­ 
tion. 


Since the political revolution of 1800 
there has been no instance of such success 
on a first attem pt as has been achieved by 
the Farm er’s Alliance. 
It has elected no

A sketch of the M ission olive in California, 
a treatise on ulive oil m anufactnre, detailed 
consideration of beneficial and ii jurious 
insects, and an article on th at pertinent 
subject to all fruit-growers at present—fer­ 
tilization, w ith form ulas for chem ical fer­ 
tilizers—are all of interest. 
T here wiii be 
10,099 copies of the report issued f- r free 
distribution throughout" the State. 
Below 
aie a few extracts of interest: 
The Mission olive is am ong the first oí 
trees th at were introduced into C ilifcrnia, 
aud from the authorities at hand it appears 
th at prior to the introduction of this tree 
but few fruits were know n. 
Most of the 
fruits then consisted of seed bug peaches, 
apples, pears, quinces, pom egrauates and 
grapes. 
They were so inferior in quality 
th at the “ prickly pear" (Tuna opuntiu) 
racked first in favoritism am ong the peo­ 
ple. 
In an address in 1884 Genera! Jo h n 
Bidwefl says: " I rem em ber the tim e when 
there was no fruit raised ir: California ex­ 
cept at the old m issions 
Some attem pts 
were m ade ou the ranches to raise a few 
gr8pes, and perhaps a few pear trees, but 
they were invariably failures so far as I 
kpew .” 
T he Mission olive is supposed to Lave 
been introduced into California from seeds 
brought from San Bias, Mexico, by Don 
Ji seph de Galvez, during an expedition to 
rediscover m e port of M on'erey. 
On the 
suppression of the Jesuit order 'in Mexico 
ir, 1767. and its consfqnent expuirion from 
ell the Spanish dom inions, it wss decided 
to send a body of Sari Franciscans to take 
charge of the Jesuit m issions ia California. 
These were ail in Lower (Sou hern) Cali­ 
fornia; no attem pt at settlem ent having 
yet beeu m ade iu U pper California. 
T he 
band of m issionaries num bered sixteen. 
F ather Junípero Serra was put in charge of 
it, and was appointed President of all the 
California niiistons. 
It appears that the 
purpose of the Spanish G overnm ent was to 
proceed a-: soon as possible to the coloniza­ 
tion of California. 
A m ong those repre­ 
senting the K ing of Spain in inspecting the 
work of the G overnm ent ia every province 
of the Spanish E m pire was Don Joseph de 
Galvez, w ho held the office of “ Visitor- 
G eneral" and "C om m ander.” 
Upon him 
rested the responsibility of the practical 
organization of the first expedition. 
It wss 
he who ordered the carrying of all sor's of 
seeds of vegetables, grains and tlo w er-; 
and 
everything 
th at 
would 
grow 
in old Spaiu he ordered to be planted in 
the new. 
From this expedition resulted 
the establishm ent of the San D :ego m ission, 
the parent of those of San Gabriel, Santa 
Baibara, San Luis Obispo and others, to all 
of w hich the fruits which Gaivcz bad in ­ 
troduced were carried, and there throve 
abundantly. 
The first seeds of tae olire 
are said to ha^ebeen planted at the Mission 
San Diego in 1769, and these seeds wLicn 
Galvez had been so provident in sending 
took root and prospered. 
The fathers built 
new m issions and am ong the first fruit 
trees planted was the olive. 
The olives 
planted at 
the 
various 
m issions were 
from the San Dir go Mission, and th e traes 
afterw ard transplanted to various places 
throughout the Stale are from the San 
Diego and other m iss’oas. 
These trees are still grow ing at San 
Diego, bearing fairly well, and illustrations 
of them are given m the t port. 
As this is the season for picking and 
crushing olives, the hints given are tim ely. 
They are cbieflv from Italian authorities. 
It is noted th at the prevalent belief that 
olive3 yield m ore oil when harvested iate is 
one of thi s t errors which it is absolutely 
m cessa-y to correct. 
Above ali, late gath­ 
ered olives give an oil of poorer quality. 
T his fact wss noted even by Columella, 
who, despite bis opinion th at very rips 
olives yield m ore oil, conld not but help 
acknowledge th at i s quality wa3 im paired. 
Indeed, he says on this subject: 
"T he 
riper the fruit, the harsher and less agreea­ 
ble the juice." 
Besides, bv rem aining a 
long tim e on the tree the olives weaken the 
piaut very m uch and hinder the form ation 
and grow th of new buds, consequently the 
next crop is alw ays light. Also, the longer 
the fruits are left ou the tree the m areare 
eaten by the birds, w hich are fond of them . 
T he olives, moreover, are then subjected to 
rough w eather and iros’, aDd large quan i- 
ties are carried away by the rains, while 
the oil ch a ire d from the rem ainder is les3 
abundant ar.d of lower grade. 
T he best and m ost c im m endable way to 
gather the olives is to do it by h a rd , since 
thus are avoided the eviis produced by 
beating down the fruit or by its natural 
fall. 
W hen the olives are picked by hand 
the tree is not injured in any part; the 
shoots destined to bear fruit are not broken , 
or bruised; the olives can 'oe taken off the 
plant in due season, and hence not only is 
the future production not curtailed, but 
healthier and Dicer fruits are obtained and 
in greater quantity, thus producing more 
and a better quality of oil. 
In Tuscany the 
proper tim e for harvesting having arrived, 
the tree is surrounded w ith large pieces of 
canvas, held rather tight. 
The pickers rub 
by hand the sm all branches loaded w ith 
olives and let the fruit fall upon the canvas. 
As soon as the stretched d o th is sufficiently 
covered, the ends are brought together and 
the olives dum ped into baskets close by, 
w hich are then carried to the oi! factory.

Rocky Run........................................................ 2,009 
T his will h av e in store Jan u ary 1, 1891, 
only 4,000 tons, w hich will be caried over 
till next season by the Truckee Ice Com­ 
pany at M artis creek. 
On January 1, 1890, 
there were 35,000 tons in sto^e, but owing 
to the poor harvest last w inter this surplus 
has disappeared. 
Should the present w inter prove favor­ 
able. and a full crop of ice be secured by all 
com panies, there will be a total harvest of 
about 95,090 tons, of which the Sierra L um ­ 
ber Com pany at Prosser creek will store 
32,00-9 tons, at Boca 26,C00 tons, the Tahoe 
and People's Com panies 10,000 tons each, 
and the M ountain, Florieton and Rocky 
R un Com panies 5 000 ions each. T he E s­ 
sex Com pany at Essex, Nevada, can hardly 
expect to store more than 2.000 tons. 
To-day the M ountain Com pany report 
their new ice on one sm all pond to be seven 
in ch ts thick. 
A tB ic a it is reported from 
five to seven incbes on the entire pond, and 
a: Prosser creek from four to seven inches 
on the entire pond. 
None of the ether 
ponds have frozen over as yet.

C raps! 
Crusoe ased to be the juvenile eatubling 
game, and every night and afternoon after 
school parties of youngste.-s could be seen 
on the corners growling and fighting over 
whose turn it was to “ tin k ie ” or whcse 
first “ tcss-up” it was. 
B ut crusoe has seen its day in Sacra­ 
m ento. The vonthful Senator now plays 
“ craps.” 
And there are 100 per cent, more young­ 
sters addict d to the new gambling game 
than were ever enticed by crusoe. Nearly 
every street corner at night now witnesses 
a noisy “crap” game, and the craze is on 
the increase. The tiolice tried to break it 
up once, but were beaten in the Police 
Court, and now “everything goes.” to use 
the language of the crap-siiooter. 


C A ITA IS LEF. OS “ CEAPS.” 
“Something will have to be done, and 
that quickly, too," said Police Captain Lee 
to a R f.cobd U n io n reporter yesterday, 
when the suhject of crap-shooting was 
broached. “The average citizen,” he con­ 
tinued, “has little or no idea of the pitch 
this craze is rising to. A few m onths ago 
this game was entirely unknown to the 
youngsters, and was played only by colored 
people and in places frequented by that 
race. 
But 
in 
some 
m anner 
or 
other — p rd ably 
b cause 
of 
the 
simplicity of the game, and the pecui ar 
fascina-ion for it—the 'kids’ got hold of it 
and it took like wild fire. 
It wr.uld have 
taken 500 
1 te officers to break up the 
games that were running this afternoon on 
the street corners i t ail parts of the city. I 
broke up at least a dozen games myself to­ 
day, but they would only move off to an­ 
other corner and s'art up again.” 
“Is thtre any particular harm in the 
game?” asked the reporter. 


DEPRAVING TIIE YOUTHS. 
“Harnri W hy, what are you talking 
about? 
Nothing ccui.i be worse. H un­ 
dreds ar.d hundreds of boys are playing the 
game, and in orthr to play it they have to 
have money. Their parents Pon’t give 
them money to play craps with. Where do 
they get it, then? There you Láve it in a 
nutshell—there is where ibe harm comes 
in. They steal. I 'i s making thieves every' 
day out of boys that never knew what it 
was to steal bf fore, aud it is making the 
worst kind oí criminals out of those who 
have heretofore been addicted to netty 
thievery. 
* 
• “Now for an illustration,” continued the 
Ciptaiu. 
“You had an account in your 
paper the other day about the arrest of a 
gang of little shavers for robbing a shoe 
store and several other places. Now, I 
found out that every' cneof those bcvs were 
confirmed crap-su jotera. They sol’d their 
plunder for money to play traps with. Its 
the same way with hundreds of other boys 
right here iu Sacramento, and I am in a 
osition to know what I am talking about. 
hear and see enough every day to con­ 
vince me that, if something is not done 
pretty soon, there will not bs jails enough 
to accommodate the rising generation of 
Sacramento.” 
"Can’t you stop them ?'' asked the re­ 
porter. 
A WASTE OF ENERGY. 
“ W hat is the use? Although craps is a 
game that comes under the ban of the law, 
and the police should stop it, we can’t con­ 
vict the offenders after we get them in the 
Police Court. 
We tried it once, and were 
beaten. That’s rather discouraging, don’t 
you think so?” 
The reporter was forced to adm it that 
it was. 
“ W hile I was driving about town in my 
buggy to-day,” resumed Captain Lee, “and 
saw the crowds oí youngsters on door­ 
steps, in vacant lots, and on the sidewalks, 
and saw what complete slaves they were 
to the ruinous game I made up my mind 
that the police would not be doing tbeir 
duty to the fathers and mothers of Sacra­ 
mento by rem aining idle. Another at­ 
tem pt will be made to break up the per­ 
nicious crtze. 
1 have consulten with the 
Chief and ho btiug fully alive to the situ­ 
ation. agrees with roe. Ti e officers will 
Be instructed Monday or Tuesday to raid 
every game they find and bring the 
youthful gamblers to jail. 
We wiil leave 
no s'one unturned to place the matter in 
its proper light in the Police Court. If 
we are beaten ageiu, why, we can do 
nothing but keep our hands off in the 
future. But we will have the satisfaction 
of feeling that we have done our duty by 
the citizens and they can attach no blame 
to us.” 
WHAT THE GAME IS. 
After some further talk in the same 
strain Captain Lee explained to the re­ 
porter what the game of “craps' is like. 
Two ordinary dice and a table, or any 
smooth surface, comprise the entire para­ 
phernalia for playing the game. When 
the game opens 
up 
the 
first player, 
or shooter, as he is called, picks up the 
dice, incloses them between his two hands 
and shakes them np vigorously. Then he 
drop3 them on the ground, or floor, or 
table, or wherever the game 
is being 
played. There are five points to be made 
on the first throw, two to win and three to 
lose, besides a dead throw, which neither 
wins nor loses, but constitutes what is 
called the shooter’s point. If on the first 
throw the shooter throws either a seven or 
eleven, he wins, which constitutes the two 
winning points on the first throw. If he 
throws two aces, an ace and a deuce or two 
sixes, 
WHICH IS TERMED “ CRAPS.” 
H e loses, which constitute the thiee losing 
points on the first throw. Any other com­ 
bination of the dice he may' throw is called 
his “ point," and neither wins nor loses on 
the first throw. Now the player is com­ 
pelled to throw the same comoination ot 
dice which constitutes his point before 
he throws a seven or he loses. There aie 
now only two points to be made, his own 
and seven, which is the crap point. For 
instance: The shooter on the first throw 
throws eight. This is a combination oat- 
side of the five 


WINNING. AND LOSING 
Points on the first throw, as mentioned 
above, and constitutes his point, which he 
m ust now throw again before throwing 
a seven. 
If he throws eight he wins, if he 
throws seven he loses, and the dice pass to 
the next player. 
Money is again put np 
and the game proceeds as before. 
Iu San Francisco, said Captain Lee, the 
game is diPgentlj suppressed by the police, 
and is only played in back rooms and cel­ 
lars, out of sight of the police. It is con­ 
demned there as a most dangerous vice, 
and a conviction in the Courts for indulg­ 
ing in it means a heavy fiue and often im ­ 
prisonment. 


FOLSOM PRISON. 


D r. H a g g le s’ F a v o ra b le R e p o rt o n I ts 
S a n ita ry C o n d itio n . 


In the biennial report of the State Board 
of Health, Dr. C. A. Ruggles, on behalf of 
that body, makes the following statem ent 
concerning the sanitary condition ot the 
Folsom Prison, the health of toe prisoners, 
etc. After complimenting Warden Aull 
upon the neat condition of the prison, he 
says: 
“ I am freet--’ adm it that I was prejudiced 
against the sanitary condiiiou of this in- 
sti’ution, as the oft-rrpeatej assertion had 
reached my attention that the location of 
the prison was a very unhealthy one, and 
I was prepared to find both officers and 
convicts mote or 1 -s affected by malaria 
and concomitant diseases. 
Therefore, 1 
was determined 
to give it the closest 
scrutiny and most rigid examination, and 
I freely admit in general terms that quite 
the contrary is the result of my inspection. 
The death rate is lower, and ’the excuses 
from labor on account of sickness are less 
than in any public institution with which 
I am acquainted. 
I made a very close in­ 
spection of all the convicts, and I was most 
agreeably surprised by the total exemp­ 
tions of sickly appearances. 
They ali 
seemed hale, hearty and well fed, and, 
consideting all the’ surrounding circum­ 
stances, I might say, happy siso. The 
ceils were inspected and were found in a 
very good condition—perfectly clean and 
well ventilated. 
“In fact all the modern appliances have 
been utilized to give pure air in liberal 
quantities to corridors and cells. The rais­ 
ing of the wall four feet, and the addition 
of a row of apertures near the roof, has 
done much to improve the ventilation, and 
in a measure to account for the healthful 
condition of the convicta. The fact that in 
an institution containing over 500 persona, 


there is a hospital wlrh on’y one patieat. 
speaks volumes in favor of the perfect stni- 
tary condition of this prison. 
“The beds were good and comfortable. 
The sewerage of the institution is not as 
good as it should be ; bat I am assured by 
tbe W arden that very soon much improve­ 
m ent will take place in that respect; the 
present clnmsy system will be replaced by 
smaller pipes of ironstone, with ali the 
proper traps and cut-offs, so that it wiil be­ 
come impossible lor sewer gas to enter the 
building. 
"The water supply is good and abundant, 
being pumped lroni the American river, 
and stored in tanks for distribution through 
tbe institution and the grounds. 
“I made a thorough examination into 
the food supply and m anner of co jkiug. 
The flour was excellent; the bread from It 
was found to be a? good as could be found 
at any first-class hotel. 
The meats were 
very good and well cooked.”

A B e c o p.d Union reporter yesterday in ­ 
terviewed a Chinese merchant who speaks 
excellent English, and is considered one of 
the 1 bosses” in Chinatown. The conversa­ 
tion was in reference to the recent stories 
about impending warfare in the local Chi­ 
nese colony. 
It will te remembered that the police on 
several occasions received information that 
led them to believe that trouble was brew­ 
ing, that hcries of blood-thirsty highbind­ 
ers were being imported from ’ San F ran­ 
cisco by the opposing local factions lo take 
sides in tbe expected sanguinary collisions. 
The police watched the Chinese Quarter 
vigilantly at the time and took every pre­ 
caution to prevent bloodshed. 
But the reporter s informant says that 
the stories were greatly exaggerated. “The 
whole trouble,” he said, "was caused by 
the shoeing of Ah Soon on September Sth 
last. His friends, or his company, de­ 
, manded satisfaction of the company to 
which the man who shot him belonged, 
and as they le'used, considerable talk 
about trouble was heard. But it did r.ot 
result seriously. \ ’e3, three or four agents, 
or highbinders, as you call them, came up, 
and made threats, and finally succeeded iu 
making the shooter's friends pay them 
quite a sum of money. That was all there 
was to it. The agents went back to San 
Francisco week before last and every thing 
has been quiet since then. There was 
never, I don’t think, any prospects of a big 
shooting fight.”

Tney presented their 
final report on Saturday. 
Mr. Yost had a one-four'.h interest ia the 
Sacramento house and a one-third interest 
in the San Francisco house. The former 
interest is appraised at $25,000, and the lat­ 
ter at $125,000. 
The remainder of the 
estate, consisting of the family residence at 
$15 Bush street, seventy-five acres of land 
in Lrs tiu iliter- valley, Sonoma county, 
Southern Pacific llailrcad bonds and vari­ 
ous stocks, amounted to $40,200, making 
the total estate worth $100 200.

“There ¡3 a line,” continued the speaker, 
“that separates the Lord's mercifulness 
and His wrath. It is an unseen line—we 
know not where it is—but we must not 
crocs it if we would be saved. Cain went 
beyond that line. It was not the murder 
of Abel that lost Cain. H e had incited the 
w n th of the Lord before that tragedy. He 
had turned away from God. If you turu 
away from atonement, if you spurn God, 
you will be cursed, too. Murderers have 
been forgiven and their sins washed away, 
but there is no forgiveness for you who 
despise your God.” 
Reverting to the lesson taught bv the 
story of Cain and Abel, the speaker said 
that the general belief prevailed tbat Abel 
was a good man and Cain a wicked one. 
They were hoth wicked ; and yet Cain was 
religious. This was proved t'v his bring­ 
ing a sacrifice. The trouble was that he 
brought the sacrifice as a form and not as 
an offering for sin. and so it was not ac­ 
cepted by God. 
W ith Abel it was differ­ 
ent. 
His offering was accepted. It was 
this that angered Cain. 
3TA great many of us, said Mrs. Baeyertz, 
were like Cain—religious in form only, and 
were not in sym pathy with our gifts and 
professions. 
To-night Mrs. Baeyertz will give her 
celebrated address on “The Great White 
Throne. 
In other cities the. crowds have 
been so great to hear this address, that she 
has had to repeat it night after night. Once 
in Melbourne she was compelled to repeat 
it twice the same night, in order to accom­ 
modate the throngs. 
Joseph Cook, who 
lectured in Sacramento recently, made men­ 
tion of this address, and pronounced it a 
most wonderful composition.

Indeed, he looked 
more like Lexington than any other horse 
of his get, excepting perhaps Pat Malloy, 
WajO died about a month ago at Wood burn 
where Norfolk was also foaled. 
Another one cf these wiseacres also says 
i InRt the coit was trained by the famous 
Ben Pryor, who had previously trained 
Lexington. The truth is that Mr. Prvor 
rever trained Norfolk a day of his life. 
.N orfolk was trained by a colored man 
named Ansel W illiamson, who was for 
several years in the employ of Mr. Alexan­ 
der, the breeder of Norfolk. 
Another luminary says that Norfolk was 
brought out to California tn charge cf Rich­ 
ard Havey, now in the employ ot the Palo 
Alto stock farm cf Senator Stanford. Mr. 
llavey, if he wa3 in charge of the colt 
which had just sold for the largest price 
ever obtained fora running hor=e in Amer­ 
ica, must have been a very precocious 
youth, for he was not 16 years old when 
the ship left New York.

The party that came out with the great 
colt from New Y’ork were Theodore W in­ 
ters. his ow ner; George H . Rice, his 
trainer; 
Michael Riggott, 
his 
groom ; 
Richard Havey, his rider, and James L. 
: Eoff, well known here as a trotting-horse 
trainer and driver. Of the above named, 
only Mr. W inters and Richaui Havey are 
now ahve, nor h a i Havey ever ridden the 
great colt in any rece prior to his arrival 
in this State. 
In all his Eastern »aces he 
wa3 ridden by “ Abe,” a colored man, who. 
in “ dem cruel slavery days,” belonged to 
that typical Southern gentleman. Hon. 
Duncan F. Kenner of Louisiana. 
Another paper says that his best race 
was at three miles over the Marysville 
traes iu 1866. This also is incorrect. Nor­ 
folk ran no race in tbat yeer. Ail his per­ 
formances in California were iu 1 -05, and 
consisted of two races at two-mile heats 
and one of three-mile heats, in all of which 
Judge Bryan’s ho-se Loci was the only 
contestant. The tim e of the three-mile 
race is the fastest on record to day and 
very likely to remain so. as htats have long 
since heen abolished. 
It has been beaten 
iu dash races at the same distance. 
As to which son of Lexington was the 
best sire the palm must be given to War 
Dance. But when his limited opportuni­ 
ties are taken into consideration. Norfolk 
has oatbred every st>u of Lexington. No 
other son cf Lexington hn3 so tar gotten 
as good a colt as El Rio Rey, leaving the 
Emperor out of the question entirely.

H e was im m ediately 
sen t to the Receiving H ospital. 
The phy­ 
sician applied antidotes and revived Byers. 
T he chloroform burned his throat and 
stom ach frightfully, and caused a severe 
hem orrhage. Byers’ recovery is doubtful. 
H e was a single m an, aged about 28 
years, and lived w ith h>s parents here. 
B yers had been in the employ of the P a­ 
cific Coast Steam ship Com pany for a n u m ­ 
ber of years, first as clerk on the steam ers 
S an V incente and B enita. 
H e was pro­ 
m oted to be purser of the steam er Eureka, 
transferred to the Los Angeles, and was 
lately installed on the Pom ona. 
H e was a 
m em ber of the N ative Sons of the Golden 
W est, and was well know n. 
H e left no 
w riting explaining the cause of his act.

is said th at he attem pted to com m it suicide

Liuco’n is one ot the liveliest towns in 
the county. 
A large fjree of m en are em ­ 
ployed at the pottery. 
A bout seventy new 
buildings have been erected this season, 
and the people generally seem to be pros­ 
pering. 
The citizens of Sheridan and vicinity are 
talking of joining together to bore for a r­ 
tesian well water. 
J hn Richey has bored 
two wells on his place two tnile3 from 
Sheridan, and has a sm all flow of water 
from each well. 
T heie wells are onlv 
about 65 feet deep, and raise the water four 
feet nb >ve the surface. The two wells will 
probfbly flow 800 gallons an hour. 
Mr. 
Riche} is now boring a third well about 
600 f.»t from the two first, and on higher 
ground. 
H e is cow down about fifty feet, 
and tbe water has raised to w ithin a few 
feet of the surface w ithout being cased.

C a c tu s a n d C a m e l. 
T he cactusbs are very peculiar plants— 
as peculiar structurally as they are bizarre 
and grotesque in outer appearance. 
T hey 
have spared no pains and shrunk from no 
sacrifice in accomm odating them selves to 
th eir niche in nature. 
In tlie first place, 
they have no true leaves. 
W hat look like 
leaves in certain jointed cactuses are re­ 
ally flattened and extended stems. 
I f this 
seems at first hearing a hard saying, the 
analogy of th e common stonecrops, where 
stem and leaf are hardly distinguishable, 
w ill help to m ake it a little less incredi­ 
ble. 
In other ways, too, th e stonecrops 
(or setlums, as th e gardeners call them ) 
throw m uch lig h t upon the nature of the 
cactuses. 
A ll these rock h aunting or desert plants 
n atu rally get very little w ater except at 
long intervals after occasional showers. 
H ence only those can survive which form 
them selves, as it were, into living reser­ 
voirs to retain all th e m oisture they once 
absorb. 
As soon as th e rain falls in th eir 
arid haunts, th e roots and rootlets eagerly 
d iin k it up in a great h urry and store it 
away in the soft and spongy cellular tissue 
of which th e rnaiu p art of th e p lant is 
w hc’lv formed. 
F or th is purpose, both in 
stonecrops and cactuses, th e stem s have be­ 
come fleshy and succulent, and being also 
green and leaf-like they closely resem ble 
true leaves. 
B ut they are covered ex ter­ 
nally w ith a thick skin, w hich resists 
evaporation and keeps th e m oisture, once 
collected, at the p lant’s disposal for an un­ 
lim ited period. 
In short, the cactus does 
as a plant just w hat a camel does as an an ­ 
im al.— Grant Allen, in North American Re-
